The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

Applicant(s) claimed invention is directed to both a method for preparing an alkylene 
terephthalate and a molded article made therefrom. The polyalkylene terephthalate 
comprises a prepolymer in molten state wherein the crux of the invention lies in the 
discovery that when an polyalkylene terephthalate prepolymer is polymerized while it s 
allowed to fall along a support under specific conditions a high quality polyarylene 
terephthalate is produced in a molten state and may be further molded to produce a 
cost effective article having superior characteristics while avoiding the problems 
commonly associated therewith as noted on pages 5-13 of applicants' specification. 
Such has neither been anticipated by nor made obvious from the prior art. The art of 
record demonstrates other methods, including allowing a prepolymer to fall by 
gravitation from the upper part of a polymerization reactor to produce a PET. However, 
the particular prepolymer and method employed affords insufficient polymerization time 
a produce of low quality results and thus does not contain the advantages as mentioned 
and neither avoids the problems as mentioned above.
